In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. Dillon, who was received with Nationalist 
cheers, said :—Mr. Speaker, I beg to give notice 
that on an early day I shall mové the following 
reso lution : 

‘That the policy pursued towards Ireland by 
Ilis Majesty's Government is inconsistent with 
the great principles for the vindication of which 
the Allied Powers are carrying on the war. This 
policy is greatly alienating and exasperating 
the Irish people, and if persevered in will 
further alenate and exasperate them, and will 
steadily increase the difficulty of reaching a 
settlement of the Irish question on the basis of 
friendship between the British and Irish 
nations.
